Assemblyman Larry Bowler also 
spoke, announced that he and Knight 
are cO-authoring an assembly bill to 
limit CSU presidents’ power. As 
sembly Bill 415 is designed to pre 
vent CSU presidents from making 
decisions on removal of ROTC pro 
grams from college campuses 

In an interview following the 
rally, Bowler explained thathe hopes 
it will not be necessary tO pass the 
bill in order to preserve ROTC on 


ollege campuses 

Bowler said, he does not want to 
take away presidents‘ discretion, ‘ 
But we need to keep ROTC on 
campus ’ 


According to Bowler, 98 per 
centof AB 415 was modeled after a 
sumilar bill that was passed in Ohio 
Oho was

Joanne Querubin, a junior in the 
ROTC program, said that she chose to 
come to CSUS because it offered 
ROTC. She and her friend, Margarita 
Romero, another junior in the ROTC 
program, hope the bill will pass, not for 
their own sake, but for the sake of 
future students who may not have the 
Opportunity to take part in ROT( 

Aaron Cooper, junior in the ROTC 
program is in favor of the bill because 
“anything to keep ROTC on 
He needed the money from 
his ROTC scholarship to ensure that he 
could afford to attend college 

Cooper said that the money from 
ROTC scholarships will help alleviate 
demands on California state-funded fi 
nancial aid. State money that would be 
going to students out of state money 
would be coming from federal money 
in the form of ROTC scholarships

The Legend of St. Patrick’s Day

Wherever Irish immigrants have 
settled, the feast day of Saint Patrick is 
celebrated. St. Patrick is honored as the 
patron saint of Lreland and is credited 
with the conversion of the Lnish from 
the Celuc tradiuion to the Christan 

Magonus Sucatus Patncius was bom 
in Roman Britain in 389 AD. His 
father, Calpomius, was a landowner 
and a deacon in the Roman Catholic 
church. While working on his father’s 
farm he was kidnapped by Insh pirates 
that were raiding the area. At sixteen 
years old he was brought to Lreland and 
made a slave 

Toiling under brutal taskmasters, 
he found his only solace to be his faith 
He admitied in his memours that in his 
youth he was a rather indifferent Chns- 
tian, but his suffering made him de 
vout 

After six years of slavery, he was 
able to make his escape. He snuck 
away from his masters and trekked 200 
miles overland to a seaport. He found 
a group of people and followed them 
onto a ship headed toward the Euro- 
pean Continent bearing a cargo of rac- 
ing-dogs. He attnbuted his escape to a 


voice in a dream that commanded him 
to go to a Ship that would take him 
home 

The ship was blown acirift and landed 
in an unpopulated area of Gaul (France) 
When the ship made land, it was aban 
doned and the crew and Saint Patnck 
wandered up the coast for 28 days 
when they finally came upon human 
habitauion 

He returned to Britain, and in an 
other dream, he was inspured lo convert 
the Insh to Chnisuanity. In the dream a 
man handed him letters which con 
tained the “voice of the Irish” asking 
him to come back. In his fervor he left 
his home and journeyed back to Gaul 
where he studied for the pnesthood 
He was ordained as a cleric around 417 
and spent fifteen years at the church of 
Auxerre. During his tenure in Gaul, he 
also is said to have traveled to Rome 
and to an island in the Tyrrhene Sea, off 
the coast of the French Riviera. 

In 431, he was nominated as Bishop 
of Ireland but was rejected because of 
a sin in his youth and the opposiuion of 
some Brush clergy toward the conver 
sion of the Irish. Instead, Palladius was 
made bishop and was sent to Ireland. 
However he was very unpopular with 
the Lnsh converts and returned to Bni-

Jo Anne Akalaitis’ “Green Card” bom 
bards its audience with sounds and 
images illustrating the experiences of 
people fleeing persecution in their 
homeland. Accented by diverse musi- 
cal styles, from Frank Sinatra, Bud 
dhist chants, Beethoven and Sid Vi 
cious, and over 300 photo slides, the 
play compares these experiences to 
what it represents as the “facade” of 
the American Dream. 


The cast of 11. clad in minimalistic 


unisex costumes, share tragic stories of 
persecution of Jews, Buddhists, Chinese, 
Russians, South Americans, Southeast 
Asians and Shakers through emotional 
monologue, song and quotations from 
primary sources. Instead of flowing 
smoothly together, the stories are 
disjuncted by the purposeful and effec 
tive use of “Brechtian Alienation”, a 
method using jarring interruptions to 
shuttle the audience between a sympa 
thetic frame of mind to a cognitive one. 
The play emphasizes the gap between 
the often flagrantly opulent lifestyle 
of Americans and the destitution 
lived by a large portion of the global 
population. Laced through the scenes 


are brief dialogues between two 
women discussing the latest in Cui- 
sine, dating, liposuction and the de- 
cline of public education.

What’s the plan? 


Students going to the polls April 4 & 
5 to vote on the Athletics Referendum 
are being asked to make a major finan- 
cial and philosophical decision, but 
they haven't been given enough infor- 
mation to make an informed one. 

The philosophical decision is: does 
the University really need athletics? 
Does Division I football add to the 
overall learning experience and if it 
does, is this referendum the way to 
support ic? The referendum proposes a 
major infusion of money into a cash- 
starved program which may double its 
budget if the referendum is approved. 

But the major financial decision 
concerning students is where the 
money will go and how much will get 
there. We need to know a lot more 
before eventually committing $1.485 
million under option A or $2.079 mil- 
lion under option B per semester in 
student fees by 1998-99 

How much of the proposed fee will 
be spent on women’s sports’? How 
much of the money wil! be spent to 
redecorate coaches’ offices’? How much 
of the money will be spent to buy new 
cheerleaders’ outfits? If these questions 
seem rude and preposterous, it’s be- 
cause they may be. But the students of 
the campus don’t know how the money 
will be spent and they should. 
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Students Inc 


serves the nght to reject any 


The athletics department should, if it 
wants money from students, produce 
some documents with detailed informa- 
tion about the plans for the money and 
make them public 

The athletics department has recently 
held a rally and since many students 
were not informed of this rally they do 
not know what is happening. There are 
some ideas about the plans for spend- 
ing the students’ money but no specific 
plans have been made public. ASI 
President Steve Henderson has said that 
he will not release the funds unless he 
is satisfied with the athletic department's 
plans. This is great, but the students do not 
know the specifics of this plan either. 

There are other questions that need to be 
discussed and debated publicly, such as 
Henderson’s proposal to give half of the 
concession funds from athletics events to 
ASI for projects. What projects? There are 
some good ideas being floated, but specif- 
ics are needed in order for the Hornet to 
give this referendum an endorsement. In 
the absence of clear information, the voters 
should simply say no.

creation of an ASI athletic marketing 
department 


ASI has created a breakdown of 


money that would potenually be gener- 
ated by the Athletics Initiative. The 
breakdown ts only a guideline, exact 
specifications of where the money 
will be spent have not been deter- 
mined 

\inder the ASI breakdown, the 
y would be directed toward pro- 
viding additional athletic grants to stu- 
dent athletes. According to ASI, by the 
time of full phase-in of the proposed 
increase in 1998, a full athletic grant 
will be worth $7700 

Under opuon A, after 15 percent of 
the money generated by the activity fee 
increase is subtracted for markeung 
and administrative costs, $1,262,250 
will remain. According to ASI, this 
will create an additional 164 full ath- 
letic grants for 1998-99

Under option B, after 15 percent 1s 
subtracted, $1,767,150 will remain for 
athletic grants. According to ASI, this 
will provide an additional 229.5 ath 
letic grants 

A survey published in the October 
1994 Chronicle of Higher Education 
found that CSUS currently spends 
$531,403 on athletic scholarships, less 
than any other Division I school in 
California 

Henderson said he has been frus- 
trated by the administration's refusal to 
negotiate how money generated from 
the fee increase would be spent untl 
the referendum is decided. He said he is 
currently working on a resolution to be 
voted on by the ASI Board of Directors 
at the March 20 meeting. The resolu 
tion, which Henderson believes will be 
endorsed by the board, basically says 
that ASI wants questions answered be- 
fore turning money generated from the 


proposed fee increase over to the ath- 
leuc deparunent 

Henderson is planning a senes of 
hearings for students, faculty, adminis 
tration, and the general public to attend 
if the referendum passes. He said he 
would like to address concems of all 
students with the administration at these 
hearings before drawing up the ASI 
contract with the athletic department. 

“If it passes, | hope they won't be 
counting on the money the very next 
day,” Henderson said. “We will just be 
beginning negotiations. If they don’t 
go 100 percent in our favor, we'll just 
undo the referendum.” 

Henderson said he still has some 
concems with tuming the money over 
to the athletic department. For one thing, 
he said, is concemed with the way the 
department has managed fund in re- 
cent years 

“That program has been, I think

According to CSUS Athletic Direc 
tor Lee McElroy, reccomendations 
have already been made regarding the 
distnibution of increased revenue 

McElroy said that option A would 
allow the athletic program to conunue 
to operate with basically the same struc- 
ture that it has now, the existing pro- 
grams receiving more stable funding 
Opuon B would provide increased fund- 
ing for women’s scholarships, more 
football scholarships, and enhancement 
increases in operavional budgets of all 
sports, Mck-lroy said 





“You would see the number of grants 
nse proportionally to the number thi 
they are now with the addiuonal dollars 
ivailable,”” McElroy said. McElroy also 
said that the athleuc department ts try- 
ing to reach a goal of gender equity in 
grants by 1997-98 

McElroy also indicated that the pass- 
ing of option A or B would make the 
recTulung Process Casier 

“Coaches would be able to have a 
definite plan for recruiting,” McElroy 
said. “Right now we see how much 
money we have and then formulate a 
plan for recruiting. That's backwards 
Most schools do it the other way around 
They do the recruiting they need to do 


and then pay for it.”
